Wonders of the Heliograph. 
From the London Telegraph. | 


The heliograph does not require the route to 
be kept open. The line of communication 
can not be cut, for the simple reason that the 
@ignaling takes place over the heads of the 
enemy, and the stations required are but few 
and far between. A ten- inch mirror, and 
this is the diameter of the ordinery field heli- 
ograph, is capable of reflecting the sun’s rays 
in the form of a bright spot, or flare, toa 
distunce of fifty miles, the signal 
at this interval being recogniza- 
ble without the aid of a glass. 
That is to say, two trained sappers each pro- 
vided with a mirror, can readily speak to one 
another, supposing the sun is sbining, with an 
interval of fifty miles between them, provid- 
ing their stations are sufficiently high and no 
rising ground intervenes to stop the rays. 
The adjustment of the military heliograph isa 
very simple matter. An army leaves its base 
where a heliograph station is located, and af- 
ter traveling some miles desires to communi- 
cate with the stay-at-homes. A hillin the lo- 
cality is chosen, and a sapper ascends with his 
heliograph, which is simply a stand bearing a 
mirror swung like the ordinary toilet looking- 
glass, except that besides swinging hor- 
izontally it is also ivoted SO 
as to move vertically as well. Behind 
the mirror, in the very center, a little of the 
quick-silver has been removed, so that the 
sapper can go behind his instrument and look 
through a tiny hole in it towards the station 
he desires to signal. Having sighted the sta- 
tion by adjusting the mirror, he next pro- 
ceeds to set up in front of the heliograph a 
rod, and upon this rod is a movable stud. 
This stud is manipulated like the foresight of 
a rifle, and the sapper again, standing behind 
his instrument, directs the adjustment of 
this stud until the hole in the mirror, the 
stud and the distant station are in a line. The 
heliograph is then ready to work, and in or- 
der to flash signals so that they may be seen 
at a distanee the sapper has only to take care 
that his mirror reflects the sunshine on the 
stud justinfront of him. He may then be 
quite sure

A Mile a Minute on the Track. 
[From the New York Tribune. | 


The new locomotive which the Central Rail- 


road Company of New Jersey has had con- 
structed, and which was to run a mile a min- 
ute, was not on the track yesterday. Afterits 
trial on Thursday, when it made the 89 1-2 
miles to Philadelphia in 98 minutes, or 81-2 
behind its mule-a-minute schedule, it was 
again taken tothe shops at Elizabeth to have 
some minor alterations made in it; but the 
engineer says he can easily do the distance in 
the time stated, as the engine is at present, 
and would have done so on Thursday but that 
he was unacquainted with the track. The 


which is in di- 
rect connection with the piston rod, 
and not connected with the other wheels. The 
cylinder is eighteen inches by ‘twenty-four 
inches. The large driving wheel upon this 
plan has long been in use in England, the 
fastest mail locomotives having drive wheels 
of upward of seven feet in diameter. The 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company is having a 
new locomotive made at its machine shops at 
Altoona, so that it may compete with the 
Jersey Central. It is simply larger than the 
locomotives at present in use, so that a greater 
number of cars may be drawn by it, and save 
the making up oftwo trains. It is expected 
to be finished and ready for use by June 1. 
The distance to Philadelphia by this line is 
five miles greater than by the Bovnd Brook 
route, and the time an average of two hours; 
but larger cities line the track, and more stops 
have to be made, so that the two-hour sched- 
ule time is considered by the company near- 
ly — good time as can possibly be made on this 
route.

Police Officer William Blanford died on the 
llth of June, 1874.

THE MOTION OF ANIMALS. + 


Light Thrown on a Little-Known Sub- 
ject by Instantaneous Photography. 
{From the San Francisco Call, May &. 


A private exhibition of the zoogyroscope 
was given by Mr. E. J. Muybridge, the pho- 
tozrapher, at the gallery of the San Francisco 
Art Association last evening. Mr. Muy- 
bridge has been engaged during the past two 
years in making photographic representations 
of animals in motion, under the patronage of 
Gov. Leland Stanford, at the residence of the 
latter at Menlo Park. Gov. Stanford beeame 
greatly interested in the subject and, gratified 
by the maiden efforts of Muybridge in photo- 
graphing the movements of his favorite trot- 
ting horse Occident, he gave him carte blanche 
to pursue his experiments.. A number of 
instruments were Constructed especially for 
the purpose in Europe and this country, and 
at the Governor’s place, Palo Alta, every 
facility was afforded for carrying on his in- 
vestigations, until finally, by the combination 
of the magic lantern and the zoogyroscope, he 
has arrived very nearly at perfection. It is 
estimated that Governor Stanford has ex- 
pended between $40,000 and $50,000 in this 
„hobby.“ At the exhibition last evening a 
large number of views were given of the dif- 
ferent gaits of horses—the walk, the canter, 
the pate, the trotand therun. The camera 
used in takipg these views caught the object 
and transferred it to the giass in the one- 
thousandth part of a second—a degree of time 
that. itis difficultfor the mind to compre- 
bend. Stonehenge and other writers 
on the horse have asserted that 
that quadruped in trotting, as in 
walking, always has two of its feet upon the 
ground atatime. The experiments of Muy- 
bridge show that in motion the horse fre- 
quently has three, and at times all four feet 
from the ground. It has generally, too, been 
held that the toe strikes the ground mrst. 
Muybridge shows that itis in cases the heel. 
The strides of different horses were repre- 
sented; that of Elaine, which covered sixteen 
feet; Abe arri, eighteen feet; and Clay, 
seventeen feet. The latter horse, ridge 
said, had a very peculiar stride. hen at 
the top of his speed and clearing seventeen 
feet be was for nine feet entirely cle@y of the 
ground, all four feet being in the air for that 
distance. Several interesting views were giv- 
en, showing the change in the position ofa 


horse’s limbs as he began to break, during a 


break and as he was gradually settled 
by bis driver.In the representation of running 
borses a fact was shown that explained what 
had long been a mystery to horsemen—why 

running horses broke down sooner than trot- 
ting horses. It was found that the former throw 
the weight of their body upon the fore feet—in 
fact, the whole weight is, fora time, thrown 
upon one fore foot. In leaping it was shown 
that one fore foot strikes the ground first, fol- 
lowed by the other placed slightly in advance, 

and then the hind feet are brought down to- 
gether closely behind. What attracted the most 
attention, in fact aroused a pronounced flut- 

ter of enthusiasm from the audience, was the 
representation by aid of the zoogyroscope of 
horses in motion. Whilethe previous views 
had shown their positions at differemt stages of 
motion, these placed upon the screen appar- 
ently the hving, moving horse. Nothing was 
wanting but the clatter of the hoofs upon 
the turf and an occasional breath of 
steam from the nostrils to make the spectator 
believe that he had before bim genuine flesh 
and blood steeds. In the views of hurdle- 
leaping the simulation was still more admira- 
ble, even to the motion of the tail as the ani- 
mal gathered for the jump, the raising of his 
head,all were there. Views of an ox trotting, 
a wild bull on the charge, greyhounds and 
deer running and birds flying in mid-air were 
shown. The zoogyroscope is a cireular glass. 
having a miniature picture of the animalto be 
represented in motion atregular intervals 
upon its surface and equi-distant with these 
pictures are small slats which admit the light 
from the oxyhydrogen lanterns, and as the 
plate is turned the effect is similar to that 
produced by the well Known toy, the z00- 
trope, and shows the animals in apparent ac- 
tual motion. The exhibition coneluded with 
a number of fine instantaneous photographic 
views of athletes in various positions.

According to the most reliable infor- 
mation Grant will probably have Illinois 
and Alabama. Minnesota will probably 
instruct her ten votes for Windom or 
Washburne. Nebraska will be for Blaine. 
Colorado is doubtful. Louisiana may be 
for Grant, but is so uncertain that we leave 
it out of the following summary of Grant’s 


nominal strength:

Or, just enough to nominate. 

This, it should be remembered, does not 
include the few votes of the Territories or 
the vote of Colorado and Louisiana. Grant 
is sure to have at least some of it. 

But this strength of Grant, as we said, 
is not reliable. It is nominal only. It is 
based upon the assumption that the “ unit“ 
rule will prevail. But if the combined 
opposition set the unit rule aside 
Graut will lose at least twenty votes in 
Pennsylvania and New York, and not less 
than thirty more in Illinois, Texas, Ken- 
tucky, etc. 

The situation in a nutshell is this: 

Three hundred and seventy-nine votes 
are necessary to nominate. ~ 

Grant will go into the Chicago Conven- 
tion with not less than 300 nor more than 
350 delegates who really desire his nom- 
ination and at least fifty dele- 
gates who, though instructed for, 
are strongly opposed to him, and have al- 
ready openly - declared their intention to 
vote against him. 

Sherman may have from 80 to 100 votes, 
Edmunds about 40, Washburne 20, Blaine 
the remainder—about 250 or 300 according 
to the decision of the“ unit“ rule. 

The Sherman-Edmunds-Washburne vote 
combined will have the balance of 
power. It will be able to nomi- 
nate Grant or Blaine. It will be able 
to prevent the nomination of both. It will 
decide every question between the Blaine 
and Grant factions—the very question 
upon which the nomination will depend— 
that of setting aside the unit rule. 

But can this Sherman-Edmunds-Wash- 
burne vote be kept together? May the 
Sherman vote not be compelled to sustain 
the unit rule to prevent the breaking up of 
the Ohio delegation? Will the Edmunds 
and Washburne men not be apt to go over 
to Grant? 

All in all, it is not easy to venture a pre- 
diction about the outcome. While Grant’s 
nomivation is by no means assured, as his 
champions claim, he has still certain 
chances in his favor. While the 
majority of the delegates are not for 
Grant as their first choice, and would 
doubtless prefer the nomination of 
some other candidate, that majority is so 
small that it may not be able to keep to- 
gether. The only thing that seems certain 
is that, whether Grant is nominated or not, 
the fight will be very close. The proba- 
bilities are that less than fifty votes will de- 
cide the final battle. If Grant loses 
fifty votes by the defeat of the ‘‘unit’’ rule 
If, on the other hand, the 
Cameron gang can buy, bully or bamboozle 
fifiy of the Sherman-Edmunds-Washburne 
votes and keep their original forces intact, 
Grant’s nomination is certain. 

It would be foolish to make any predic- 
tion whatever, except that the contest is 
bound to be very close. 

—Since the above was written, the latest 
telegraphic reports from Springfield indi- 
cate that there will be a bolt, a separate 
Blaine convention and an appeal to the 
National Convention ft a settlement of the 
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Illinois row. That would, of course, end 


Grant’s candidacy at once. But we shall 
see. gos

Morning Session.

Henry J. Spaunhorst, of St. Louis, 
called the convention to order. After the 
calling of the roll the Rev. Father A. Schwen- 
niger stated that a telegram had been received 
from Pope Leo in reply to the one sent by the 
convention yesterday.

the afternoon session, until all the delegates

The Auditing Committee reported that the 
Financial Secretary had deducted $50 for his 
services for the past year. 

This gave rise te an animated discussion, 
during which a variety of yiews were ex- 
pressed. 

One delegate moved that the financial sec- 
retary be allowed $10 for his services, another 
delegate amended tnis resolution by making 
the amount $50. _ A third delegate proposed, 
as a second amendment, to refer the matter to 
a committee of three, to be appointed by the 
president. 

The last amendment was carried by a viva 
voce vote, when the discussion was resumed. 

A delegate suggested that the laborer was 
wortby of his hire. 

Father Schwenniger hoped the amendment 
would be withdrawn. The duties of the 
financial Secretary were very light. He only 
received the subscriptions during the conven- 
tion, — 1 the money over to 
the treasurer and taking his receipt therefor. 

Delegate Dietz moved that no compensation 
be made to the financial secretary. He con- 
sidered the position as one of honor. If the 
financial secretary was to be paid they should 
also pay the members of the various commit- 
tees, whose labors were equally if not more 


arduous. 

Delegate Girmscheid remarked that 
some of the members of the 
convention were displeased at not having been 
placed on a committee. If that was consider- 
ed such a distrnetion as to confer honor, that 
of the financial secretary was still greater. 
He did not believe the financial secretary 
should receive a salary and heartily seconded’ 
Mr. Dietz’s motion. 

The delegate whohad moved that a salary 
of $25 should be paid concurred in the view 
that the post should be an honorary one and 
withdrew his motion. 

The motion to pay a salary of $10 was also 
withdrawn. 

A delegate thought the duties of financial 
secretary had been underestimated. During 
the year he received and answered numerous 
letters, Which entailed much labor. It was 
questionable whether they could obtain a 
secretary who would do this work without 
compensation. 

President Spaunhorst considered the duties 
of the finaneial seeretary important and they 
would be much more important in the fu- 
ture, 

Another delegate believed the secretary 
should be remunerated. They could scarcely 
hold him responsible unless he was paid for 
his work. was not right ask 
a man to handle the finances with- 
out recompense. From a 1 standpoint 
also the convention could enforce no 
claim on the secretary unless he was a paid 
official. He moved that a salary of $10 be paid. 

Father Schwenninger thought $10 more or 
less would not make aman honest. If he was 
not honest without the $10 he would not be hon- 
est with it. Neither did he take much stock in 
the idea of enforcing any delinquency by legal 
proceedings. 
so great. The fiinancial secretary delivered 
the money up immediately to the treasurer.

Thisisan actionin equity to annul, onthe 
ground of the insanity of the defendant, a con- 
tract of marriage made between the parties on 
the 24th of January, 1875. The parties were 
first married in 1864, and lived together tor 
eight years. It appears that defendant brought 


a suit for divorce to which the present plain- 


tiff made no defense. No record evidence was 
introduced, but the present plaintiff in his testi - 
mony says: A divorce was granted us on the 
18th of October, 1874.“ From this date the 
plaintiff did not see the defendant until the 
24th of January, 1875. On the 23d 
ot January, 1875, the defendant 
came to Potosi, Missouri, where the plaintiff 
lived, and begged him to be married to her 
again. To use hisown words: ‘‘I told her if 
she would quit her complaining and scolding 
me, and not bring up old troubles, and live 
like a new married couple, that I would take 
hervack. We were married that night, and 
the same night and the next day she began 
making the same old charges as badly as ever, 
crying, and said I did not give her enough 
money.’’ The testimony shows that the 
defemndant, whose mind appears to have been 
ii-balanced at all times, and who was eccen- 
tric and irritable by disposition, became at 
last 
POSITIVELY INSANE. 

The court below dismissed the bill, It seems 
tobe assumed that the court below dismissed 
the bill-on the ground that the defendant 
was insane at the time of the divorce, but the 
record shows nothing to this effect. Onthe 
face of the testimony we think it clearthat the 
bill should have been dismissed. A contract 
of marriage is not lightly to be pronounced 
void on the ground that one of the parties was 
insane and incapable of contracting. The tes- 
timony by which such Cases are often support- 
ed is open to suspicion, and nowhere ought the 
discernment of the chancellor to be more em- 
ployed than in weighing witnesses who testify 
as to ansanity. Here the contract of the plaif- 
tiff does not enable him, with good grace, to ask 
for relief. Apart from the circumstanees 
under which the decree ot divorce 
was granted, the solemn obligations of mar- 
riage were put on with as little eeremony as 


| they were shuifiied off. The first complaint of the 


husband is not that his wife was insane—that 
seems to have been an afterthought—but that 
she behaved just as she had behaved before 
the original marriage. She made the same old 
charges, cried and said her husband 
IMD NOT GIVE HER MONEY ENOUGH— 

complaints which, considering the short time 
the two had been apart, can hardly be regard- 


ed as evidences of eccentricity, much less in- 


sanity. Eccentric, however, the defendant 
evidently was, and no doubt her mind was not 
ina healthy state, but that she was in such a 
condition on the 24th of January, 1875, 
as #9 be incapabie of entering into the contract 
of marriage there fis no satisfactory evidence. 
The opinion of the physician, who did not at 
that ume see ber or know her mental condi- 
tion, ‘‘that she was totally incompetent to 
understand the obligations ot any contract’’ 
on that day, is to be taken tor what it is worth; 
and whatitis worth is very little, in view of 
the husband’s own testimony, and ot the fact

A resolution containing these enactments 
was read by Rev. J. H. Welch, and subse- 
quently handed to the Committee on Tempor- 
al Economy: Each pastor shall receive 
annually 3 1-3 per cent on all 
sums of money exceeding $150 collected 
for local or general purposes.

Any Sabbath School 
forwarding the largest voluntary contribu- 
tions annuallyto the Ladies’ Parent Mis- 
sionary Treasury, sepurate from the amount 
reported to the annual conference, shall 
be presented with a banner. Any itinerant 
minister who may be discovered diminishing 
the membership of his church or churches, or 
in advising the same to be done inorder to 
escape the imposition of a general taxation,or 
of any penal lawenacted by the general 
conference, shall be punished in any way his 
conference may determine. 

Dr. B. F. Porter, of the South Carolina 
Conference, requested Bishop Shorter, chair- 
man of the Committee on Public Worship, to 
appoint Rev. G. W. Bryant, D. D., M. D., of 
Columbia Conference, to preach his ‘*soul- 
stirring’’ sermon on the theme, The Char- 
acteristics of Modern Thought.“ The matter 
was referred to the Committee on Public Wor- 
ship. Dr. Bryant is a voung man only thirty 
years of age, and yet he has attained 
considerable reputation as a minister, as a 
physician, asa lawyer and as a politician.
